Qu;te a number of tobacco growers 


and uthera interested in tha growth of 
the weed, gathered at the farm cf Mr 
A. 0. Resseguie on Benton avenue yes- 
terday afternoon, to sea tho tobacco 
setter at work. Tho machine, which WES. 
invented by (Morris Sm.th, of Farley, 
Iowa, is constructed ou a very simple 
principle, and though rough ond unfin- 
ished, gives promise of being a great 
improvement on tha old stylo of [tobacco 
setting, The machine proper is a car- 
riage, having attached in front a roller, 
and just back of that two blades which 
together makes a small furrow in the 
ground, and throws tho earth to one 
side. 
Two boys sitting just behind 


these blades drop tbe plants about 30 
inches apart, with (he roots jlyicg in this 
t'irrow, 
A acraper 
under the boys 


throws loose dirt .over tbe roots, and a 
wheel on tho back of the truck presses 
down tho loose dirt.
